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People Make Slums 


All the billions which some authorities 
would spend on slum clearance cannot eliminate 
slums so long as the residents of these areas 
are slum-minded. In many cases neighborhoods 
hav e gone down because the dwellers rather 
than the dwellings hav e become substandard. 
In New York destruction of sev eral blocks 
of old homes was ordered to prov ide for a low 
cost housing dev elopment. Inv estigation show­ 
ed the condemned buildings were structurally 
sound. They could be reconditioned at a fraction 
of the cost of building new ones. 
In Washington circumstances forced a fine 
family to mov e into one of the blighted areas 
on Capital Hill. With a lot of soap and water, 
a little paint and a lot of hard labor, this 
family restored its house to respectability . The 
cleanup idea became contagious. Other fami­ 
lies went to work with scrub brushes and paint 
brushes and the area 16st its slum appearance. 
On the other hand, most cities can point 
to areas which once were clean and respect­ 
able but which now are dirty and run down 
because the residents are slum-minded. 
Cities can establish certain required stan­ 
dards for housing and forbid the renting of 
units which do not meet the requirements. Such 
laws make it unprofitable to allow dwelling 
Units to deteriorate. 
If this is done and if there can be dev e­ 
loped a will in the renters to liv e in clean 
and wholesome surroundings, slums can be 
eliminated without any billion dollar gov ern­ 
ment program. 


Playing The Percentages 


“ As Maine goes, so goes the nation“ is 
meaningless, but the phrase is echoed each 
four y ears after the premature Maine election. 
It is being echoed after last Tuesday ’s Maine 
election. 
In 33 presidential elections, Maine was on 
the winning side 22 times. Half of its IQ wrong 
guesses occurred in the last fiv e presidential 
elections, as the result of the unprecedented 
success of the spend-elect formula. 
In other words, the nation formerly went 
the way that Maine went because both Maine 
and the nation were presdisposed to go Repub­ 
lican. The nation is no longer predisposed to 
go Republican. Maine is. 
All it can rev eal about the outcome of a 
national election is through the percentages roll­ 
ed up by its Republican v ictors. The omen is 
not good for the GOP. 
Republican percentages in Maine this y ear 
were not high enough to be encouraging. They 
were unable to touch the all-time high of 71.4 
per cent scored by U.S. Sen. Margaret Chase 
Smith against her opponent in 1948. The total 
v ote in Maine was below the 1948 total, too. 
Maine remains Republican in 1952, which 
was inev itable. But there is nothing inev itable 
about Republicanism any where else. As far as 
that*» concerned, there is nothing inev itable 
about spend-electors either. 
But they cannot be ousted by wishful thinking 
and pious resolutions. 
The Maine v ote last Tuesday showed that 
a lot of doorbell ringing and face-to-face per­ 
suading will hav e to be done by Republicans 
before Nov ember. Or else—. 


From Quips To Change 
Gov . Stev enson has again opened his bag 
of quips, this time to claim another “ first” for 
the Democrats. 
On Friday , in Denv er, the gov ernor was 
highly critical of his opponent’s campaign tac­ 
tics. He dev oted much of the opening speech of 
his nine-state western tour to ripping into “ the 
time for a change” theme of the Republican 
party . In reply ing to the GO. P. contention that 
as President he would be a captiv e of the 
Truman people, Stev enson said he didn’t seek 
the nomination and the v ery fact that the party 
selected him “ is the best ev idence that the 
Democrats wanted a change.” 
He 
added: 
“ And the Democrat who wanted it—a change— 
most was President Truman.” 
Thus, the gov ernor would like it to appear 
that the Democratic party is 
first 
in 
all 
things—that ev en in the demand for a change 
the Republicans are "me-tooers.” 
Gov . Stev enson took no notice of the real 
Issues injected into the campaign by Gen. Eisen­ 
hower in his Philadelphia speech. No mention 
was made at Denv er of the general’s ten-point 
program for peace. 
Where Eisenhower showed courage by av oid­ 
ing glib promises of an easy way out of the 
nation’s dilemma and by not claiming to know 
answers to all the insoluble problems of the 
world today , Stev enson by contrast seems a 
little too carefree and happy . 
Undoubtedly the gov ernor will hav e much to 
say about peace and the Korean War before 
the campaign ends. When he does, we hope it 
will be on a lev el which the issues deserv e and 
not just another opportunity fb let the quips 
fall where they may .

WHATEVER VALUE the “ libera­

something he nev er said or ev en 
implied. 
It begins to look as if the Presi­ 
dent doesn’t want to go ahead 
with the “ liberation” program at 
all, just because General Eisen­ 
hower has espoused it. The lan­ 
guage used by the general in his 
American Legion speech *is no­ 
where near as v ehement as that 
actually contained in the present 
law signed on Oct. 10, 1951, by 
President Truman after an almost 
unanimous v ote by Congress.

The American gov ernment, in its 
reply on Dec. 19 , 1951, rejected all 
these allegations and added: 
“ Assistance of this nature is in 
keeping with the traditional United 
States policy of helping v ictims of 
oppression, in this instance those 
eastern Europeans who hav e es­ 
caped or may escape to the free 
world. . . 
“ The United States gov ernment 
states in conclusion that false 
charges of interference in Sov iet 
internal affairs come with singular 
ill-grace from a regime which has 
for many y ears consistently sup­ 
ported subv ersiv e activ ities direct­ 
ed against the United States and 
other nations of the free world.” 


BUT NOW THAT General Eisen­ 
hower has said the same thing, 
President Truman assails him and 
Gov ernor Stev enson echoes the 
criticism, an ill-informed British 
press misunderstands the issue, 
and the Sov iet Union 
jubilantly 
takes the Truman v iew as a v in­ 
dication of its earlier protest. 
Either the President and Gov ­ 
ernor Stev enson are both play ing 
cheap politics with international 
policies just to get v otes—which 
seems incredible—or else the Unit­ 
ed States gov ernment, following 
its tactics of adv ancing and then 
retreating, is now prepared to 
scuttle the Kersten amendment and 
to depriv e freedom-lov ing citizens 
behind the iron curtain of the hope 
that was kindled for them by the 
Congress of the United States. 
It is another “ Washington mess” 
precipitated by President Tru man 
and Gov ernor Stev enson, setting 
back the cause of peace by an ex ­ 
hibition of supersensitiv eness for 
the feelings of the Communist im­ 
perialists who are killing American 
boy s in Korea ev ery day .

Many treatments hav e 
been tried, but the conv ulsions still 
persist.

My mother objects to my getting 
a job. because she say s I couldn’t 
hold one. 
“ Please tell me if there is any 
possibility of my recov ering, and 
if I won’t get better, shouldn’t I 
be allowed to liv e a normal life 
instead of being sheltered to the 
point of absurbity ? I just don’t 
feel right about being treated this 
way .” 
This y oung lady has obv iously 
had an awful time. Though there 
are sev eral possible causes for 
conv ulsions, the probability is that 
she is suffering from the most 
common of these causes, namely , 
epilepsy . 
At any rate, it should be pos­ 
sible to find out definely by the 
use of the instrument known as the 
encephalograph. which 
not only 
would clinch the diagnosis, but 
would also help to show’ what kind 
of treatment she should hav e. 
It seems a shame that this y oung 
woman cannot be allowed to lead 
a more normal life if there is a ny 
way at all of bringing this about. 
The trend today is to not only 
permit, but to encourage those 
who hav e epilepsy and are under 


good management, to lead reason­ 
ably normal liv es and take part in 
normal activ ities to an increasing 
degree.

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Record In Farm 
Production Seen 


Drought To Cause 


Feed Shortages 


WASHINGTON (* — The United 
States is producing a record vol­ 
ume of crop and livestock products! 
this year, but not all farmers are 
sharing in it. 
In its September crop progress 
report, the Agriculture Department 
said livestock farmers in some sec­ 
tions of the South and Southwest 
face serious shortages of feed for 
their cattle and other livestock next 
winter because of drought damage. 
The volume of crops indicated 
on Sept. 1 was close to the second 
largest of record, produced in 1949, 
the department said. The produc­ 
tion of livestock products—meat 
animals, dairy and poultry prod­ 
ucts and wool—will be the largest 
ever produced. As a result the 
combined production of crops and 
livestock products will set a new 
record. 
* A feature of this year’s produc­ 
tion is the fact that it is well bal­ 
anced. That is. the prospective big 
production does not reflect record 
outturns of a few crops offset by 
small volumes of other crops. Only j 
in the case of winter wheat and] 
rice are production records indi- j 
cated. 
The severe drought which af­ 
fected wide areas in the East and 
Southeast as well as the Southwest 
during July has raised concern 
among officials lest farmers be 
forced, by lack of feed, to sell off 
much of their livestock. 
The new report said it had not 
turned out that way. Instead, live­ 
stock was said to have held up 
well, except in the very driest 
areas. Marketings have not been 
unusually heavy. 
The vital hay crop was said to 
be turning out better than had 
been expected. The corn crop esti­ 
mate was boosted 50 million bush­ 
els above the August estimate, put­ 
ting it at 3,185,000,000 bushels or 
8 per cent more than last year. 
The wheat crop remained virtu­ 
ally 
unchanged 
at 
1,298,000,000 
bushels, the second largest of rec­ 
ord and 311 million bushels more 
than last year. 
The potato crop increased slight­ 
ly to top last year’s short crop by 
12 million bushels but sti^ leaving 
it short of the government’s pro­ 
duction goal of 350 million bushels.

Episcopalians Study 
Demand For "Rights 
it 


BOSTON UPV- 
hA proposal to g ive 
women a voice and vote in the 
leg islative body of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United 
States comes up for consideration 
today at the church’s 5 7 th triennial 
General Convention. 
The issue involves seating women 
as lay deleg ates to the conven­ 
tion’s House of Deputies. 
If the resolution is adopted, it 
would be the first time since the 
General Convention was org anized 
in 178 9 that women will have eq ual 
rig hts in the top g overning body 
of the church. 
A joint commission which studied 
the m atter recommended the ad­ 
mission of women as deleg ates. 
However, more than a score of 
deleg ates to the « House of Deputies 
indicated by a show of hands y es­ 
terday that they wish to debate 
the issue. 
One deleg ate who ex pressed op­ 
position was the Rev. Albert J. 
DuBois of New York, ex ecutive 
secretary of the American Chris­ 
tian Union, representing the so- 
called ‘hig h church” faction. He 
said he believes some members 
of the “low” faction—evang elical— 
also are opposed. 
He said he is not opposed to 
the “women’s rig hts” issue on the­ 
olog ical g rounds “ since men and 
women were created eq ual, but 
because of 
practical 
considera­ 
tions.” 
The 
Rev. 
Mr. 
DuBois 
said, 
“Episcopal women already have 
ample representation in the church, 
both in the National Council and 
the Women’s Aux iliary . If they are 
allowed seats in the House of Depu­ 
ties, in time this leg islative body 
will become a second women’s or­ 
g anization. 
“ Men are too busy 
to 
attend 
church affairs if they do not have 
to g o,” he added. 
Before debate on the issue beg an, 
the women of the church presented 
a check for nearly Zlk million dol­ 
lars for missions at a big united 
thank offering service of holy com­ 
munion at the Boston Garden.

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Crop Outlook 
For Ohio Good 


Weathermen Say It's 
Better Than Expected 


COLUMBUS, O. OB—The U. S.; 
Weather Bureau takes an optimis­ 
tic attitude toward Ohio’s crop 
situation. 
“The crop situation/* said the 
bureau in its weekly bulletin, ‘is 
far better than expected after the 
dry-hot spell during the previous 
weeks.* 
But, the bureau raised the ques­ 
tion whether some farmers maiy 
not run into trouble with the Hess­ 
ian fly. It said a few farmers have 
completed plowing and are plant-; 
ing wheat and timothy. 
“It is rather early in the season 
for this type of planting so as to 
escape the ravages of the Hessian 
fiy ,” said the bureau. 
It pointed to wheat planting 
dates set for Ohio by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture: Sept/ 
22 for the North and Oct. 5 for 
the South. 
*'A few fields of wheat and 
timothy are up in Crawford and 
Trumbull Counties and may en­ 
counter the ravages mentioned/’ 
the bureau warned. 
The Ohio crop situation in brief : 
Com harvest continues in South 
but only a few farms in North 
have begun. Pastures, meadows/ 
soybeans, sugar beets and toma­ 
toes have improved from recent 
rains. Tomato harvesting and can­ 
ning are in full swing. Final hay 
cutting is under way and yield is 
good. Potato yields reported down. 
Apple and peach crops in North­ 
east counties fair to good, with 
peach and grapes in North Centralj 
counties good. Ashtabula £ ounty j 
reports much wind-fall fruit due 
to high winds.
